They aro 
as wonderful as those happenings that- filled the streets oi old Jewry nineteen hundred years ago 
with wondering crowds, and should convince the moat doubting th=t Christ, hy whom these things 
are done, is the Bos of God.

Moment. 

The ioilowijig story whs sent in by Capt. Bertha 
Brace, of Carlton, N.B., and is adjudged to be the 
best in "The Greatest Trophy of Grace I have ever 
met in Canada" competition. Two dollars have 
been sent to the writer. The photograph of the 
auhject of this story appears elsewhere. 

A little over a year ago, Dec. 27th, 1906, Horatio 
Dowdall, an old grey-headed man, a drunkard for 
fifty-eight years, staggered into the Army hall at 
Carieton, N.B., and was soundly converted. Bines 
then he has never tasted liquor or tohacco, to which 
he" had been a slave all his life. At seventy years 
of age, with a sinful, wasted life behind him, ft* 
threw himEelf at Jesus' feet, and He who died tor 
sinners did not turn away this old man. 
, As a child he was Bent to Baptist Sunday School, 
but in spite of early teaching, soon learned to iv 
wrong, for when only eight years old he began tc 
use tobacco, and at twelve was taught Vty n_n 
uncle, who sold rum, to drink that which aftsrwarJ 
was the curse of hiB life. 

In 1865 he fought in the Fenian Bald, and his 
pay as a soldior, $1.10 per day, wer.t principally for 
rum and tobacco. 

Married life brought no change, although his wifj 
tried her best to break Mm off his evil habits. He 
became a terrible blasphemer, and at the slightest 
annoyance would break forth into curse!) and oaths. 

He has spent aa many as three weeks at a time 
lying about in rum shops, with filthy companions, 
stupifled by the poisonous drink. On one occasion 
J60 had been spent hy him for Honor in that time. 

When bis money had been spent he asked for a 
few drinks on credit, but was refused. At last, 
' becoming desperate for a driuk, he pawned his few 
belongings that bo might satisfy Ins cravings tor 
liquor. An overcoat went for 75 cts. and a watch 
for $3.00, until at laet he became so ragged that 
lie was a disgrace to his relatives. * 

Unseen to tha eyes of the public, the Father in 



heaven looked down upon a mother, wbo for years 
had continually prayed for her Bon — now a wretuh 
indeed; and He who always hears the prayer ol 
faith, heard and answered the yearning desire of 
that mothers heart.

K>b wife 
v.-ss iiiKiincd, and "endeavored ta persuade mm to 
go back to bed, but- the fear of losing his work, 
with winter coming on, and his wife dependent on 
him, caused the man' to brane himself up, ijiid 
after three more faints he succeeded in dressing 
himself and stflTting eft to his work. t 

But the wife was nervous and insisted on going 
with hirrrto his place of business. It was 'well she 
did, for on the way he fainted once more. ' This 
lime the wife took the case into her own handsjs 
and engaging a rig drove her husband to the hos- 
pitsl, ~h=7t, iiiier iiiugnsing his cose, ^the doctor- 
said that 'he had typhoid fever, in irs worst form. 

This was the situation when'a Salvation Army 
soldier, who had recently come to this land, heard 
lhat an English woman who lived in n certain street 
was in trouble. She called upon the woman,- whom 
we wiii call Mrs. Brown, and found het to bs of 
superior education, who had ovidestly «=en well 
brough' up, but who, instead of parading her pov- 
erty, did her best to conceal it. The sympathetic 
manner and kind words of the Salvationist, how- 
ever, soon led to tears and an unbosoming of. her 
troubles on the part of Mrs. Brown. She was in 
great troub!,-, ht...: HirntiEt psnuiiess. She had no , 
coals, very little food, and her clothing was iil- 
ptepared lo ke»p out th c cold that «»; then several 
degrees below zero. 

The Salvationist went to Mrs. Hargrave and made . 
her report, - At once firing and food were sent with 
a warm winter riirnnt from head to foot for the 
little boy. Mrs. Hargrave herself made a thorough 
irvostisslion n f the cSoC. There ^ns no doubt 
whatever that this was a moil deserving family 
They, through no fault of their o----ti, for thiy were 
highly respectable people, had fallen upon evil 
days. The bread-wirmer had been laid low and 
adversity had gripped that family in its fell talons. 

Then a new fear fell upon Mrs. Brown. The 
month's rent of the flat had been c-aid in :ulvance 
by the husbBnd, but nov.' there were Ooiy a few 
uiore days to run, and she was afraid she would 
he turned into the street, as she had- no money 
to pay the rent. Mrs. ..'Hargrave assured her, how- 
ever, that such a thing would not be done in 
MorUrenl.^ But the night before the rent .was due 
there came an emissary from the laricllord Eaying 
that if the ne^t mouth's rent was not forthcoming 
:er furniture would he put out ofjioore. 

Mrs. Brown communicated her trouble to the 
Salvationist, who in turn related it to the Lengue 
of Mercy offieer: Together they searched Montreal 
{or s suitolde home for the distressed -wife, who 
Ht that time was delightedly engaged iin scrubbing 



for a dollar.- and a quarter a dav. tho u-nri : being 
uuLuineri for her by the League oi Mercy officer. 

Thou it occurred to ihe baiv&tion sister that she 
had a large room for which she had no immediate 
use. This could bo used by Mid. Brown until she 
couid get a home. "The very thing," said Mrs. 
Hargrave. 

They Eent for Mrs. Brown and told her of the 
proposal. Tt was so agreeable that she hurst- into 
tears of joy. But she absolutely refused to take the 
room on the terms that the - Salvation sister sug- 
gested—nothing a month. This the League of 
Mercy officer did not favor either, as the Salvation 
Army have no intention of pauperising people, and. 
it was agr^p<» Ihiit Mr". "ro,i n cliouiu pay lour 
dollars a nicnth for the room. 

"This I can afford to do now,"' she said, 'as I 
am paid so well for my work at scrubbing." 

She showed her hands to the League of Mercy 
officer. They were all blistered with unaccustomed 
hard work. 

. r: You can't scrub with hands like that," ssid 
Mrs. Hargrave. 

"Oh, yes, I can," replied Mrs. Brown; C T can't 
afford to let go work such as this." 

She continues with her work, and thus supports 
herself and her chiid until Hip hu=bi;nd eorr;p= out 
uf the hospital, lei us hope, e robust and strong 
man. 

In the meantime the League of Mercy officer ha3 ■ 
supplied a lounging robe for the sic-k man to wear 
when he caii sit. up, and a new suit of clothes, in- 
cluding overcoat and warm underclothing, and we 
understand has arranged with his iate employer 
to keep open his job for him until he can return 
to it. The boy and tiic mother hove also been 
attuiided to unci tided over a dark hour that might . 
have ended their lives in suffering and death hut. 
for the timely Assistance rendered. 

They are grateful, and hope some time to he 
able to do for others what the Army has done foe 
them— and they will, 

Peup-e with grit like theirs, with a willingness 
to tackle wnoie-heurtedly anything which comes 
along, that will scrub in spite of blisters, and will 
put up such a fight for work against sickness as 
Brown did, are, bound to get on in a country like 
Canada, for "Oiw 7,edy cf the; SriO.,s" has a warm-, 
heart although at times she may wear a cold 
mantle. 

This case is but « mi triple of~the many deserving 
coses throughout the Dominion who have been 
borne down in the battle, but have been sueeored 
sird helped uy the sisiers ot the League of Mercy. 

Surely aucli work is hi harmony with 'he will if 
Him Who said, "A cup of cold water given in My 
name shall not lose its reward."

cities immediately made their -«ay io the affected 
districts anrf engaged for a liie of sin the daughters 
of those who had suffered loss. 

The parent?; in their dieuassed condition, ready - 
to avail themselves of any opportunity for' retrieving 
their looses, willingly made bcrEains for ilie.ir 
'i-jughtirs and as the spirit, of ohedience to parents 
is very strong in Japan, there was no resisting the 
parents' will in this" maiier, so in their ignorance 
of what lay before them, the girls cheerfully agreed 
to go away with the keepers. Indeed, this method 
oi helping to restore the fallen fortunes ui parents 
wes counted ss a virtue rather than otherwise, and 
when incir terms of slavery were umpired they were 
received amongst their acquaintances without hav- 
ing smirched their reputation": 

The Ej-siem of enslaving-these girls was conducted 
thus: The loan, perhaps S100, having been handed 
over to thu parents or friends, the girl signed an 
agreement which bound her" to practise her licensed 
calling in the keeper's house until the loan was* 
repaid. 

Having onee entered the place the police regula- 
tions forbade her leaving the hou9» unless her 
official notiee was countersigned by the keeper or 
his representative. 

The police order did indeed provide that the 
keeper must not raiss objections to the girla leaving 
escept on reasonable grounds; and no doubt if a 
girl paid her ueuta, and- ?vas sufficiently firm, she 
could have forced the hand of her vile tletainer. 
It, is easy enough to see, howevcivthat unscrupulous 
persons could readily create reasons fol'i.a girl's 
detention. In faet, the usual thing v,-as to increase 
her indebtedness, su ihat alter four ov five years' 
F.srv'ee she iosnd her debt was tiduHe the amount 
it was when she started. 

How" great were the proportions of this evil is 
shown by the fact that in Tokio county alone there 
were nine licensed quarters, containing 478 houses, 
inhabited by 6,835 licensed unfortunates^ There 
is hardly a city o: any size but has its licensed 
Quarter, _-.--.: 

" For some time it had been" felt by many that 
tbr slavery oi these girls must be contrary to the 
general law of the land, and if sny girl wished to 
cease her busine.-?* she could legally do so ai any 
time. At. last a girl applied to some missionaries ■

tion, irrespective oi her debt or any other matter.;,-

It was "at this time of deadloek.tbat an appeal 
was made to the Salvation Army to take up the .

the decision at Nagoya had passed almost unnoticed 
in Tokio. In. response to the appeal, however. »„ 
temporary Home was opened by the Army in Tokio 
and the crusade commenced.

[lis signature. This was;, at any ni.e, a step in the 
right direction, although it leit it to the discretion 
of the police s;s to what was a "sufficient reason, '.* 
and many girls were prevented from leaving. Still. 
quite a number tenured then liberty. J-'requent 
attacks were n'lde upon Salvationists and news- 
paper men, until it was dangerous icr anyun* who 
looked iike either of these to go near a. brothel 
fivvarttrr. ! 

Although the whole nation was with the Army in 
its efforts, of course exception must be made in 
the ca=e of the brothel-keepers. At one quarter a. 
band of employees wns formed who were bound, even

or newspaper men gaining admittance to the 
quarter?- The authorities ail through were verv 
kind and considerate. The Salvation Army Head- 
quarters and the priv«i« residence- Oi fV»!or:ei 
BuiiHi'd and his Chief Senetary were guarded by 
the police, and they were followed by the police 
and plain-clothes men wherever they went. 

One of the results of this reign of terror was that 
many well-to-do pioyie were nfraid to go to the 
licensed quarters, and during that month, in Tokio 
alone, there. was a decrease of over two thousand 
per night in the number of visitors to the various 
quarters. Tn soaie districts spies followed every 
customer, and many -were afraid of being mistaken 
for Salvationists or newspaper men ; in fact, many 
were so .mistaken, and severely beaten. 

So things' went on until October 2nd. 3900, when, 
ior the first time in the history uf Japan, the Central 
Government issued instructions for the control of 
the licensed system throughout the Empire. This 
ordinance of the Home Department applies to the 
whole of Japan, and its provisions exceed the hopes 
of the most sanguine. The tons of the whole in- 
structions is in favor of making it as difficult as 
possible for girls to become licensed nroslitutes, 
anii as„s-Gy as possible tor them to leave thedf 
business at any lime they wish, in the matter of 
leaving, no discretion is l^.ft to the police or anyone 
else. Any girl can go to the police office, request, 
that her name be removed from the roll, and at oriee 
it must be removed. Anyone who tries to hinder 
a girl censing her business is liable to a heavy 
punishment.

Past the leafy trees, the sunlight, the symbolism, the human 
woe to the great Healer, fairer than tho sons of men ! Full of pity, lovo 
and power. Wc bow our heads as we write, and with a heart full of rejoic- 
ing take up the cry of the disciples and say, '' Blessed be the King that 
cometh in the name of the Lord. Peace in heaven and glory in the high- 
est!" 

Alay we also direct the attention of our readers to our striking cover. It 
may be possible that other artists have more powerfully than Deger re- 
presented that hour " in the great and terrible day of the Lord," the sixth 
hour, high noon, when the hot rays of an eastern sun should have been 
beaming down upon the city, but when instead " the guh wad darkened, 
and the Veil of tae temple was rent in the midst." There may be pic- 
tures mere suggestive of that great drama, but we havo never seen them, 
and doubt if they exist. Look at that background. Could anything be more 
suggestive than that of the horrible "darkness which was over all the 
earth" when our crucified Lord yielded up the Ghost? What an unutter- 
able gloom, throwing out in striking relief the Lamb of God that was slain 
for the sins of the world. My Lord and my God! 

So terrible was a death by crucifixion that for the past fifteen hundred 
years it has been abolished. Tba following description of the pangs and 
sufferings that attend sueh a form of dissolution will help us to realize in 
a measure the price paid for our redomption. A great historic writer says : 

"Death by crucifixion seems to include all that pain and death can 
have of horrihle and ghastly — dizziness, cramp, thirEt, starvation, sleepless- 
ness, traumatic fever, tetanus, publicity of shame, long continuance of toi- 
ture, horror oi anticipation, mortification of untended wounds — all 
intensified just up to the point at which they can be endured at all, but 
all stopping just short of the point which would give the sufferer the rolief 
of unconsciousness. The unnatural position made every movement painful; 
the lacerated veins and crushed tendons throbbed with incessant anguish ; 
the wounds inflamed by exposure, gradually gangrened; tho arteries, espec- 
ially of the head and stomach, became swollen and oppressed with sur- 
charged blood; and while each variety of misery -.vent ou gradually increas- 
ing there was added to them the intolerable pangs of a burning and raging 
thirst; and all these complications caused an internal exeitemert. and 
anxiety which made the prospect tf death itself — of death, the awful un- 
known enemy at whose approach man usually shudders most — bear the 
aspect of a delicious and exquisite release." 

This was the death that Christ died, sinner, for you. May we in passing 
direct the attention of our readers to the deeply spiritual and powerful 
article from the pen of the Commissioner to be found elsewhere. Cruci- 
fixion is a painful death, but it is the gateway into the life oi Christ.
